The Town of St, Albert 
came away from the Alberta 
Urban Municipalities’ Ass- 


ociation’s annual convention 
with a pretty good score as 
far as its resolutions were 
concerned, 

It connected on five and 
a sixth was as good as passed 
as a similar one by Red 
Deer was endorsed, making 
the St, Albert resolution une 
necessary, 

It lost out on two. 

The score: 

1, Passed--A request to 
permit municipalities to 
regulate traffic on private 
and other public lands such 
as school lands if requested 
by the owners and subject 
to the same conditions as 
applied to public highways, 

2, Passed «= That the 
Highways traffic act be 
amended to allow that veh- 
icles be required to stop for 
flashing lights of a school 
bus within the urban area, 

3, Passed--That the libe 
rary grant structure be 
amended by eliminating the 
Stipulations as to populations, 

4, Defeated--That the fin- 
ancial year be changed to 
July 1 = June 30 each year 
so that we can, both in mun- 
icipal and in school budgets, 
allow for the changes in 
grant structure and legis- 
lation that have been app- 
roved by the provincial 
government, 

5, Defeated--Utility Tax 
Rebates. A revision of the 
Public Utilities Income Tax 
Transfer Act to provide for 
the distribution of rebates 
through the provincial gov- 
ernment to municipal gov- 
ernment, 

(This was defeated be- 
cause the town wanted to 
bypass the provincial gov- 
ernment and go straight to 
the federal government, 
Delegates voted to go again 
to the province, which has 
been tried without results 
before. ) 

6. Passed--Canada Pen- 
sion Plan Act, That the act be 
amended to provide for the 
refund to employers of 
excess contributions, 

7, Passed--That the alle 
owance to the volunteer fire 
department under the Income 
Tax Act be increased from 
$300 to $500, 

8, Red Deer Resolution 
Passed--That the Juvenile 
Court Act Section 31 (1) 
and (2) be amended by re+ 
ducing the municipality res- 
ponsibility from 20% to nil, 


It’s a long shot, but coun- 
cil could have official ten-

Our doctor chum who ts 
chief pathologist at abig city 
hospital has been over to

He fairly oozed gullt, 
**Just one more day,"’ he kept 
saying, looking like a man 
who'd filched the Crown Jew- 
els. 

He's a fairly typical case, 
{n other words, of the succe 
essful male who never quite 
manages a conscience-free, 
philosophical approach to 
indolence, It seems almost 
a rule that the more dedica- 
ted aman ts to his work the 
harder {t is for him to play, 

[ have personally known 
types who, with three weeks 
to rest and recuperate, took 
the entire period just to get 
out of gear, By the time 
they’d got around to {dling in 
neutral it was time to get 
back on the track, 

Physiclan, I kept saying, 
heal thyself, But it was no 
good, Until the day he left 
he clearly felt himself a 
thief of time {nstead of the 
rightful owner, I could not 
help but think, waving good- 
bye, that there went a man 
who {ts a brilliant success in 
his heal{ng profession and a 
wretched failure tn the 
therapeutic art of loafing. 

By his bed in the guest 
room | had cunningly posit- 
foned a framed copy of an 
essay on this subject by 
Richard Plant, the travel 
writer and authority on the 
pleasures of leisure. The 
underlined paragraph goes 
as follows: 

“The vacationist mist 
allow tis mind to stretch out

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like his body, He must begin 
to un-tense, The muscles 
uncoil, the Iimbs unlimber, 
the nerves become pleasant- 
ly unbent, When this surr- 
ender has been mide the 
contemplative attitude will 
take hold, even for people

This {s magnificent ad- 
vice and, almost always, 
ignored, Of all the visitors 
we've had in the last dozen 
years only one was able to 
complete the transition to 
the boneless, supine posture 
of absolute ease, Since he 
was a natural-born bum to 
begin with it proved nothing. 

I have found that the only 
way to get men of action or 
men of purpose to loll eff+ 
ectively ts to treat them like 
children, to make a game of 
doing nothing. 

The one honest-to-good~ 
ness tycoon we ever had 
over here was a classic 
example, He kept looking at 
the woods and wondering if 
the timber was marketable, 
He stared at the stream and 
pondered how to harness it 
for power, He was so con+ 
ditioned to coraliing money 
that a sort of panic engulfed 
him when he removed his 
spurs, 

I treated him like a child, 

‘In all the years we've 
been here,’’ I told him on 
the beach one day, ‘I've 
never found two stones 
exactly alike."’ 

The competitive urge was 
aroused, He rolled over on 
his considerable belly and 
began to study stones, In one 
Single afternoon he became 

almost human, 

The problem, of course, 
{s not one of individuals, but 
of the social tndoctrination 
of a culture so preoccupled 
with production and profit 
that ‘‘lazy’’ has become a

Fruit Cake anyone ? 


This flurry of cold weath- 
er and snow on the ground 
makes us realize winter’s 
on its way, and with winter 
comes Christmas, There are 
only 43 days left for Christ- 
mas shopping. 

Besides starting your 
Christmas shopping, it’s 
also a good time to make 
those moist and tender 
Christmas fruit cakes, for 
time is needed to ripen and 
improve the flavor of fruit 
before eating time. 

I’d just like to pass ona 
few tips to ensure success 
in making, baking and store 
ing your cakes: 

Dried out glazed fruit? 
. . .place in a sieve and 
steam over boiling water to 
soften, Place on absorbant 
paper towel to remove ex- 
cess moisture, 

Preparing the fruit: ... 
prepare and combine fruits, 
nuts and juices the day be- 
fore cake is to be made, 
. . .dip scissors in flour, 
hot water or butter so can- 
died and dried fruits will cut 
easily, using some of the 
flour from the recipe (about 
1/2) to dredge the fruit to 
prevent it from sinking in 
the cake or sticking together, 

To blanch almonds: place 
them in boiling water until 
the skins slip off -- about 
five minutes, 

For a smooth top: save 
about 1 cup of batter before 
adding the fruits and nuts, 
When the cake is in the pan, 
spread remaining batter 
over the top, Makes foreas- 
fer icing OR for a perfectly 
flat-topped cake - make a 
slight hollow in the centre of 
the cake so that it will rise 
level, 

Preparing the pan: be- 
cause fruit cakes require a 
long, slow baking process 
and are high in sugar content, 
we want to ensure that they 
will remain moist and will 
not scorch or develop athick 
crust, Pans should first be 
greased and then lined with 
two layers of greased brown 
paper, Cut two strips of 
heavy waxed paper to fit pan, 
one lengthwise and one 
crosswise; the strips should 
reach the top of the pan;
